Four new classrooms and a 
music room are planned at Can 
and Meadow Park Schools. Anza 
and Flavian Schools each will get 
four new classrooms. Crenfihaw 
School will get six new class­ 
rooms, while Magruder School 
will have three more rooms and 
a music room.

The additions probably will be 
completed in about two years.

will be eligible to enter this fall. 
A birth certificate or other legal 
proof of age is required. At the 
registration, parents may r.lso 
sign their children for a physical 
exam, by the school doctor.

Derrick 
Ban Law 
Proposed

Oil well derricks will be ban­ 
ned from 'iV»rranre as of July 1, 
1961, if a suggested ordinance 
is adopted by the City Coun­ 
cil.

City Attorney Stanley Rem- 
elmeyer suggested that outline 
of the law be discussed at the 
April 21 City Council meeting.

The ordinance will continue 
to permit erection of derricks 
for initial drilling, but states 
that the supers*ructures will 
have to be dismantled once the 
well is in operation.

The new ordinance also will 
raise the bond to' be put up by 
oil drillers and will require a 
$125 fee if an existing well ia 
deepened, according to a sug­ 
gestion made by Councilman 
Victor Bemstead.
